Despite the widespread 
circulation 
of propaganda to the conti ary, motor 
truck operators, if figures from gov­

railroads, striving to curb highway op­

public of an indispensable factor 
in 
modern commerce— the motor truck 
if the public is not acquainted

the facts. 
Last year motor vehciles contribut­ 
ed 1 1,0 0 0 ,388,000 in all taxes. 
Of this 
amount commercial vehicles, including 
busses and trucks, paid $270,000,00 or 


2 7 r; of the total, though they repre­ 
sent only 137* of all the vehicles on 
the highways. 
This total commercial 
vehicle tax contribution is made up 
of registration fees, gasoline 
taxes, 
municipal levies and personal proper­ 
ty taxes. 
It lines up favorably with 
the $3 5 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 tax payment of 
the 
railroads which have a considerably 


larger investm ent. 
That the trucks pay taxes in pro­ 
portion to the benefits derived 
from 
highway usage is seen in the averages 
for various types of vehicles in 
the 
country. 
In special taxes the private 
passenger car pays 
$25.52; average 
on all trucks, $53.78; privately operat­ 
ed three-ton truck, $161, 27; common 
carrier three-ton truck, $458.78. 
The damage caused 
highways by 
heavy trucks is covered in the total 
truck tax payment, according to a re­ 
cent survey by the U. S. Bureau 
o 
Public Roads. 
This states that the 
chief factors contended with in road 
construction are climatic conditions. A 
road built to withstand the impact of a 
private passenger car will sustain the 
stress of a three-ton truck.

to death under him; four bullets pierc­ 
ed his clothing; yet he remained un­ 
hurt. 
In describing this critical part of the 
battle, Dr. James Craik, W ashington’s 
personal friend and physician, 
who 
ministered to the dying General Brad­ 
dock, said: 
“I expected any 
moment 
to 
see 
Washington fall 
his duty and situa­ 
tion exposed him to 
every 
danger. 
Nothing but the superintending care 
of Providence could have saved 
him 
from the fate all around him”. 
Washington also had many narrow 
escapes while under fire at Prince­ 
ton, Mommouth, Yorktown, and when 
ambushed at Brandywine. 
According 
to Josephi Dillaway Sawyer’s Book on 
Washington, a bullet passed between 
his fingers at the Battle of Trenton. 
At the Battle of Princeton, W ash­ 
ington rode his horse at full speed be­ 
tween the lines in the heavy crossfire 
from both armies, ordering his men 
to charge. 
Colonel Fitzgerald, his 
aide on the field, 
covered his eyes 
that he might not see what he believ­ 
ed to be the inevitable end of his her­ 
oic chief. 
But Washinfton, daunt­ 
less and 
resolute, 
rode 
unscatched 
along the line; while 
his 
faltering 
troops, electrified by his act, forgot 
their panic, plunged back 
into 
the 
fight with renewed ardor—and won. 


W ashington’s recklessness in times 
of peril was a source of uneasiness to 
his fellow officers—even to Congress, 
which received long-distance 
tidings; 
of it now and again—but to Washing-! 
ton himself it was nothing. 
He gave 
no thought at any time 
to 
heroics; 
and his valorous action at Princeton 
was “all in a day’s work”. 
At Brandwine, Washington had 
a 
narrow escape from being shot from 
ambush. 
Reconnoitering the enemy 
lines, with only one cavalryman in at­ 
tendance his tall figure caught

eye of Major Ferguson, of the Forty- 
third English Foot. 
Ferguson, seeing 
a Continental officer riding by with an 
attendant, ordered three sharp-shoot­ 
ers under cover to fire; but suddenly

man—and 
an officer— 
from ambush, after the sealthy 
In­ 
dian method, cancelled the order 
be­ 
fore the men could obey.

runs, did Major Ferguson learn that 
it was the rebel chieftain whose life;

Aug. 4.—Commission 
merchants buying crops from farmers 
who received drouth loans were warn­ 
ed today by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment that they are liable in the event 
the borrowers fail to repay the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Letters were sent to merchants in 
the drouth States listing farmers in 
their trade areas who were 
granted 
loans from the $67,000,000 emergency 
fund approved by the last Congress. 
These loans were sceured by liens on 
this year's crops. 
The letters, signed by George- 
L. 
Hoffman, director of the Seed 
Loan 
office, said, “Since these loans are pre­ 
ferred claims it is essential that the 
purchasers of such crops remit to this 
office the proceeds of sales up to the 
amount due the Government”. 
“A large number of the loans made 


by this office were to tenants or shar# 
croppers. 
In such cases we hold th# 
waiver of the landlord or others who 
may have had a mortgage on 
tho 
crop. 
It is possible that in 
such 
cases the landlord or other mortgage# 
may offer for sale crops which 
ar# 
subject to the first lien of the Gov­ 
ernment. Buyers are, therefore, cau­ 
tioned to exercise great care in pur­ 
chasing crops and we 
will

them to full protect the Government’s 
interest and see that this lien is first 
satisfied”.

He is the owner of a 10,000-tree 
orchard located three miles west of 
New Madrid, and expects the present 
crop of approximately 15,000 bushels 
to be ready for harvesting and mar­ 
keting about August 10 to 20. 
Mr. Phillips is now perfecting his 
plans for harvesting the crop which 
must bo handled within a week or 
two when ready to market. John Hitt, 
of the Mountain Grove State Fruit 
Experiment Farm, will be in charge 
of the harvesting. The warehouse at 
Lilbourn will be used as the packing1 
shed, where a government inspector; 
will be in charge of grading the peach­ 
es. The peaches will be sold either at 
the orchard or at the packing shed. 
The prices will be reasonable and will 
be based on the grade. The fruit that 
will be shipped will be handled thru 
the American Fruit Growers’ Inc. 
The orchard was set out in the fall 
of 1926, when 10,000 trees of the El- 
berta and Hale varieties were selected. 
This is the first crop the orchard has 
produced, as weather conditions pre­ 
vented a crop last year. 
The fruit 
this year is exceptionally fine and no 
faulty peaches with worms have yet 
been found in the orchard. 
Mr. Phillips thinks that the harvest­ 
ing will begin on August 10,

FADING SOIL MEANS 
FADING OF PROFITS 


When the color of a soil begins 
t o 
change from dark to light, the farm­ 
er should look out. 
A change in the 
other direction—from light to dark— 
usually indicates improvement, more 
organic matter. But a fading soil in 
most cases means fading crop returns. 
In central Texas the rolling black 
lands—uniformly black—have 
faded 
in many places td gray, yellow and 
even almost white, as if something 
had drawm the life blood. And erosion 
has done just that. 
Erosion, speeded up by cultivation, 
has profoundly altered soil conditions 
in the Texas black lands, the Bureau 
of Chemistry and Soils of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
found. 
This land in a virgin condi­ 
tion produced from one-half to 
one 
bale of cotton per acre without ma­ 
nure or fertilizer of any kind. 
Now the region is a mixed black, 
gray, yellow and white area, so rapid­ 
ly has erosion skinned off the success­ 
ive layers of soil from black, almost 
superproductive clay on top, down to, 
while, 
comparatively 
unproductive 
subsoil. This change has occurred in 
40 years of cultivation. 
This damage has been caused chief­ 
ly by sheet erosion, scarcely notice­ 
able as it takes place, but which car­ 
ries off a portion of the essential top- 
soil every time there is a rain. 
Twenty-three tons of topsoil were 
removed from each acre by a single 
rain, measurement on 
an 
average 
slope showed. 
This single rain 
af­ 
fected 3,000,000 acres of Texas land. 
Department soil 
specialists 
warn 
that unless vastly more is done in the 
future to protect the erosive slopes of 
Texas than has ever bene done in the 
past the rolling areas of this great 
cotton-producing belt are doomed to 
destruction.

goods thus collected for toll will 
be sold to the merchants 
and 
others who wish to buy them. A 
number of merchants have stat­ 
ed that they would be more than 
glad to help this movement by 
handling the canned goods when 
properly labelled, and it is

lieved by the leading women in 
the county that practically every 
merchant in the county will be 
willing to co-operate 
in every 
way. 
The succes of this movement 
depends upon the local commit­ 
tees, and paiticularly upon the 
planting of fall gardens.

Last year motor vehciles contribut­ 
ed $1,000,388,000 in all taxes. Of this 
amount commercial vehicles, including 
busses and trucks, paid $270,000,00 or 
27 r/t of the total, though they repre­ 
sent only 13^ of all the vehicles on 
the highways. This total commercial 
vehicle tax contribution is made up 
of registration fees, gasoline 
taxes, 
municipal levies and personal proper­ 
ty taxes. 
It lines up favorably with 
the $356,000,000 tax payment of the 
railroads which have a considerably 
larger investment. 
That the trucks pay taxes in pro­ 
portion to the benefits derived 
from 
highway usage is seen in the averages 
for various types of vehicles in 
the 
country. 
In special taxes the private 
passenger car pays 
$25.52; average 
on all trucks, $53.78; privately operat 
ed three-ton truck, $161, 27; common 
carrier three-ton truck, $458.78. 
The damage caused 
highways by 
heavy trucks is covered in the total 
truck tax payment, according to a re­ 
cent survey by the U. S. Bureau 
of 
Public Roads. 
This states that the 
chief factors contended with in road 
construction are climatic conditions. A 
road built to withstand the impact of a 
private passenger car will sustain the 
stress of a three-ton truck. 
Only 
15^ greater thickness is required for 
the heavier vehicles, and the excess 
ive cost of this is covered by the high­ 
er tax payments of the heavier trucks, 
according to the report.

It is full of excellent advice, that has 
a present-day appeal".

SUGGESTIONS FOR COOKING 
MEAT OVER CAMP FIRE 


What gives forth a more tantaliz­ 
ing aroma than beef steak or ham or 
bacon being broiled in the kitchen? 
Well, those same things being broiled 
over the camp fire when appetites 
edged keenly by hike or swim make 
waiting most awfully hard. 
Some parks have grills built here 
and there which are wonderful aids in 
preparing any 
broiled 
meat 
dish. 
The fire is laid under the grating and 
it is no trick at all to get a glowing 
bed of coals. But a good broiled steak 
may be prepared without this sophis­ 
ticated piece of outdoor equipment. 
Cooking meat over the camp fire 
seems to be the special province 
of 
the men of the family and how they 
dote on getting the fire wool laid just 
right. 
They always like to do 
the 
broiling, too. The spirit of co-opera­ 
tion shown by the family is one of the 
nicest things about the picnic meal;
